COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss. 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County: 
Greeting: 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall, on Monday, the third day of March next, punctu- 
ally at 9 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meeting) to act upon 
the following articles, namely: 
Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 


meeting. 
Article 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing, including the following officers: Town 


Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectman for three 
years, Road Commissioner for three years, Assessor for three 


years, one member of the School Committee for three years, 
five Constables, one Trustee of Public Library for three years, 
one Park Commissioner for three years, Tree Warden, and 
one member of the Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds 
for three years. 

Article 8. To hear and act upon the report of the 
Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, and any other officers and 
committees of said Town. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate, or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or 
sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1931 in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1931. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
Two Hundred and Forty Dollars ($240.) toward defraying 
the expense of Memorial Day. 

Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make 
of money refunded from the County on account of the dog 
bax. 

Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 

Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than Oct. 
15th, the Town will fix, upon which taxes shall be payable. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against 
the Town. 

Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of 
the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars ($2500.) 
and appropriate the unexpended balance of the appropriation 
of last year therefor for the use of the School Committee in 
making alterations and repairs to the Dutcher Street School 
Building as required by the State Building Inspectors and in 
making repairs to the heater in said building, or take any 
other action with respect thereto. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to increase the 
salaries of its Selectmen, Treasurer and Tree Warden, or 
take any action with respect thereto. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.) for 
the use of the Park Commissioners in making repairs and 
enlarging the bath house, or take any other action with 
respect thereto. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time set for said meet- 
ing.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, met at Town Hall, and punctually at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, were called to order by the Clerk of said 
Town, who read the Warrant, and under:

Voted: Unanimously, that the Town accept 
the report of the Finance Committee, as read by Mr. C. F. 
Butterworth, the clerk of said Committee, and to act upon 
the same item by item.

Voted: Unanimously, that the Town Treasur- 
er, with the approval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is 
authorized to borrow money from time to time in anticipa- 
tion of the financial year beginning January 1, 1930 and to 
issue a note or notes therefor payable within one year, any 
debt incurred under this vote to be paid from the revenue of 
the said financial year. 

Article 6. Voted: Unanimously, that the Town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, be and here- 
by is authorized to borrow money on and after January 1, 
1931, and to issue a note or notes therefor payable within one 
year, any debt incurred under this vote to be paid from the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1931. 

Article 7. This was included and acted upon in Article 4. 

Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the Library the

money refunded to the Town from the County on account of 
the Dog Tax. 

Article 9. Voted: That the compensation of the Col- 
lector of Taxes, for the year 1930 be $400.00, all the expenses 
connected with the collection of taxes for the year 1930 to 
be borne by the Town, and paid from the appropriation for 
the Incidental Department. 

Article 10. Voted: That all taxes be payable October 1st 
and bills for the same shall be sent out on or before that date, 
and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the expiration of 
eighteen days from said October 1st shall bear interest at the 
rate of six per cent per annum from October Ist and as 
otherwise provided by law. 

Article 11. Voted: To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 

Article 12. This was included and acted upon in Article 4. 

Article 13. The item of $2,500. being included and 
acted upon in Article 4, it was voted: to appropriate the un- 
expended balance of the appropriation of last year therefor 
for the use of the School Committee in making alterations 
and repairs to the Dutcher Street School building as required 
by the State Building Inspectors, and in making repairs to 
the heater in said building. 

Article 14. Voted: Unanimously, that the compensation 
of each member of the Board of Selectmen be $100. per year, 
and that the Chairman of the Board shall receive an addi- 
tional sum of $100. per year, and the compensation of the 
Town Treasurer be $250. per year, and that the compensation 
of the Tree Warden be $100. per year. 

Article 15. This was included and acted upon in Article 4. 

Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the af- 
ternoon.

provided for under the provisions of Chapter 54, General 
Laws of Massachusetts, and Acts in amendment thereto.

QUESTION No. 1. 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
Shall an amendment to the Constitution relative to the 
apportionment of senatorial, representative and councillor 
districts, further described as follows: 


% 
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The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides 
for the annulment of Article XXI of the Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substitution thereof of a 
new Article XXI, and for the annulment of Article XXII of 
the Articles of Amendment of the Constitution and the sub- 
stitution therefor of a new Article XXII. The proposed 
Amendment embodies in substance the following changes in 
and additions to said Articles XXI and XXII: 


1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand 
inhabitants or more may be divided in forming representa- 
tive districts. No precincts, however, in such towns may be 
divided. In taking the census the special enumeration of legal 
voters shall specify the number residing in each precinct of 
such towns. Under existing Amendment XXI no town may 
be divided and no specification of the number of voters in a 
precinct is required. 

2. The division of a county into representative districts 
and the apportionment of representatives to districts therein 
is to be made by “The county commissioners or other body 
acting as such or, in lieu thereof, such board of special com- 
missioners in each county as may for that purpose be pro- 
vided by law,. . . ” Under Article XXI as it now stands 
the division and apportionment is made by “The mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Boston, the county commissioners of ° 
other counties than Suffolk,—or in lieu of the mayor and 
aldermen of the city of Boston, or the county commissioners 
in each county other than Suffolk, such board of special com- 
missioners in each county, to be elected by the people of the 
county, or of the towns therein, as may for that purpose be 
provided by law, . . . ” The time for assembling of 
such commissioners, board or body for the purpose of mak- 
ing such division and apportionment is also changed, from 
the first Tuesday of August next after each assignment by 
the Legislature of the number of representatives to each 
county, to a time within thirty days after certification by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth to such commissioners, 
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board or body of the number so assigned, or within such other 
period as the General Court may by law provide. 


38. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumera- 
tion shall be the basis for determining the districts, senatori- 
al, representative and councillor, for the ten-year period be- 
ginning in the fourth January following said special enum- 
eration and the present division of districts is to remain in 
effect until January, 1939. Under the existing amendments 
the ten-year period is the period between the taking of each 
census. (Thus, the next redivision based upon the next census 
in 1985 would, under the proposed Articles, affect those 
elected in 1938 to hold office beginning in January, 1939, in- 
stead of affecting those elected in 1936 to hold office begin- 
ning in January, 1937. Under existing amendments repre- 
sentation of newly created districts begins in January of 
the second year after each ten-year census, whereas under the 
proposed article it would begin in January of the fourth year 
thereafter.) The number of representatives (240), senators 
(40), and councillors (8) is not changed. 


4. The Legislature may limit the time within which a 
division of representative, councillor or senatorial districts 
may be questioned by judicial proceedings. The existing 
amendments contain no provision that itself limits or au- 
thorizes the Legislature to limit such time.

The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides 
for the annulment of Article XXI of the Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substitution therefor of a 
new Article XXI, and for the annulment of Article XXII 
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of the Articles of Amendment of the Constitution and the 
substitution therefor of a new Article XXII. The proposed 
amendment embodies in substance the following changes in 
and additions to said Article XXI and XXII: 

1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand 
inhabitants or more may be divided in forming representa- 
tive districts.

stands the division and apportionment is made by “The mayor

The time for assembling of such commissioners, board 
or body for the purpose of making such division and appor- 
tionment is also changed, from the first Tuesday of August 
next after each assignment by the Legislature of the number 
of representatives to each county, to a time within thirty 
days after certification by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to such commissioners, board or body of the number 
so assigned, or within such other period as the General Court 
may by law provide. 

3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumera- 
tion shall be the basis for determining the districts, sena- 
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torial, representative and councillor, for the ten-year period 
beginning in the fourth January following said special enum- 
eration and the present division of districts is to remain in 
effect until January, 1939. Under the existing amendments 
the ten-year period is the period between the taking of each 
census. (Thus, the next redivision based upon the next 
census in 1935 would, under the proposed Articles, affect 
those elected in 1938 to hold office beginning in January, 
1939, instead of affecting those elected in 1936 to hold office 
beginning in January, 1937.

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Parents and others are required to carefully examine 
the above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered 
report them at once to the town clerk, that the record may 
be corrected, as it is of importance that the records of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Vol. 1, Chapter 29, 
as amended by Chapter 280, Acts of 1912. 


Section 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which 
they were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar 
of the city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stat- 
ing the date and place of birth, giving the street number, if 
any, the number of the ward in a city and the family name. 
Failure to mail or deliver the said notice shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each offence. 
The notice required by this section need not be given if the 
notice required by the following section is given within forty- 
eight hours after the birth occurs. 


Section 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep 
a record of the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, 
mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which the birth occurred a report of the birth, stating the 
. date and place, the name, if any, of the child, its sex and 
color, and the names, ages, places of birth, occupations and 
residence of the parents, giving the street number, if there 
be any, and the number of the ward in a city, the maiden 
name of the mother, and whether or not the physician or 
midwife signing the birth return personally attended the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request 
in writing of both the father and mother filed with the re- 
turn. The record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as 
above provided, shall also contain the facts hereby required 
to be reported to the city or town clerk. The fee of the phy- 
sician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for every birth 
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so reported, which shall be paid by the city or town where 
the report is made upon presentation to the city or town 
treasurer of a certificate from the city or town clerk stating 
that the said birth has been properly reported to him. The 
report required to be made by this section is in addition to 
the report required to be made by the preceding section, and 
as above provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the 
birth, the report required by the preceding section shall not 
be required. A physician or midwife who neglects to make 
and keep the record hereby required or who neglects to report 
in the manner specified above each birth within fifteen days 
thereafter, shall for each offense forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars. The city or town clerk or registrar shall 
file daily with the local board of health a list of all births re- 
ported to him, giving the following facts: date of birth, sex, 
color, family name, residence, ward, physician or midwife. 
Section 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every household, within forty days after the 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the city or town in which such child is born. 
Blanks can be obtained on application to the town clerk.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


I have examined and verified the financial transactions 
of the Town of Hopedale as recorded on the books of the 
several departments, and find that the disbursements are 
covered by paid bills which correspond with the orders drawn 
on, and paid by, the Town Treasurer.

ATTENDANCE LAWS. 


The state laws governing school attendance require that: 

Every child from seven to fourteen years of age unless 
he is physically or mentally unfit, and until he is sixteen 
years of age if he has not completed the sixth grade, shall 
attend school all the time the school is in session. Every 
child from fourteen to sixteen years of age shall attend 
school unless such child has received an employment certifi- 
cate and is regularly employed according to law for at least 
six hours a day. All minors under sixteen working in towns 
or cities which maintain continuation schools must attend the 
continuation school as prescribed by law. 

If a child fails to attend school according to law for 
seven day sessions or fourteen half day sessions, the child 
shall be considered an habitual truant and may be sent to a 
truant school. 

If a parent or guardian fails to cause the child under his 
charge to attend school according to law, he shall be fined not 
over twenty dollars for each offense. 


REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child can enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For entrance 
to the first grade this coming fall a child must be six years 
of age on or before October 1, 1931.) 
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No child can enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. (For a 
child to enter the kindergarten this coming fall he must be 
five years of age on or before October 1, 1931.) 


No child can enter school after October first (except by 
special permission) unless he has previously attended school 
and presents a discharge card. 


We urge that all children enter the kindergarten, as this 
is the school in which the work of the beginning of reading, 
number work, etc., is taken up. A child who enters the first 
grade without having attended the kindergarten is thus 
handicapped by not having the advantages of the beginning 
work given in the kindergarten. 

Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease is not to return to school until such pupil 
secures a certificate signed by the school physician or by 
another physician as approved by him. The pupil is to take 
this certificate to his teacher, who will explain to him how 
to get the return-to-school permit. 


We gratefully acknowledge the generous gift presented 
by Mrs. B. H. Bristow Draper to the school children at 
Christmas time.

Mr. Dutcher’s record as a School Committee member was 
unique, being one of continuous active service for nearly fifty 
years. He was a member of the Milford School Committee 
for some years, and of the Hopedale Committee from the 
time the town was incorporated until his death. 


Mr. Dutcher was always interested in the schools and 
gave generously of his ability for their welfare. Hopedale’s 
beautiful well built school buildings with their plentiful 
equipment for comfort and convenience are monuments of 
Mr. Dutcher’s devotion to the education of the children of 
the town. Under his direction the schools have been well 
organized and by steady advancement developed to a high 
standard. 


Frank J. Dutcher stood for high ideals and conservative 
progress. He worked for that goal and obtained results. His 
large executive ability, keen foresight, and remarkable grasp 
of details won the admiration and awe of those about him. 
His appreciation of the best in music, art, literature, and in 
all thought and action of life; his love and tender sympathy 
for the beautiful in nature, together with his firm will and 
strong personality, impressed those who knew him best that 
he was a great character. 


The schools as well as the business, civic, and aesthetic 
interests of the town have lost a strong leader in the death 
of Mr. Dutcher. The history of the Hopedale schools from 
the beginning to the present is closely interwoven with his 
life. The large army of pupils who have been trained in the 
Hopedale schools will ever revere his memory. We, of the 
present, can pay no higher tribute to the memory of Mr. 
Dutcher than to carefully maintain the high standard of those 
institutions which he builded so well.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


I submit herewith the forty-fifth annual report of The 
Bancroft Memorial Library for the year ending December 
31, 1930. 

During the past year, as the people of Hopedale began to 
feel the effects of the world-wide business depression, the value 
of the library to the Townspeople has been proved as never 
before. The occasional borrower has become a regular patron, 
the regular borrowers are coming oftener and the few new 
people coming into the town have registered at once. The 
result has been a steady increase during the year in the 
activities of the adult department, until in November we 
established a new circulation record of 4,032 volumes, and 
a new record for December of 3,786 volumes. The adult circu- 
lation for each month of the year shows a substantial gain 
over 1929. The gain in the adult circulation for the year was 
3,016 volumes. 

The total circulation for the year was 43,150 volumes, a 
gain of 1,095 volumes over last year and this gives us a per 
capita circulation of 14.5. This gain has been made al- 
though the population of the town is less than that of last 
year. 

Our greatest difficulty has been to supply the demand 
for current fiction. We have spent a reasonable portion of 
our book fund for books of this kind, and gifts of books of 
fiction from Miss Anna M. Bancroft and Mrs. B. H. B. Draper 
have helped us to supply the demand for this type of reading. 

Many more men are coming to the library than in normal 
times. Many of their requests have been for books and in- 
formation on such subjects as aircraft engines, iron and 
steel, textile color and design, machine tools, weaving, ac- 
counting, time study, and many other subjects. 

The accessions for the year were 510 volumes, with- 
drawals 29, making a gain of 481 for the year and a total of 
17,342 volumes in the library. 
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The circulation in the Children’s Room was 12,030 which 
is 1,690 less than last year. Although the circulation was 
smaller the records show that the attendance was a little 
larger than last year, 12,366 boys and girls being recorded 
as coming into the room. 

The additions to the book collection of this department 
were 175 volumes, withdrawals 4, making a gain of 171 for 
the year and a total of 2,264 volumes in the department. In 
addition to the books given to this department by Mrs. Helen 
Draper Ayer, mentioned elsewhere in this report, Miss Anna 
M. Bancroft gave 12 volumes. 

The usual exhibit of children’s books was conducted dur- 
ing Book Week, November 17-22. On Tuesday, November 18, 
Mrs. Carroll H. Drown very kindly conducted a story telling 
period which was attended by 85 boys and girls. At the close 
of the story hour 63 five-book and 7 honor certificates were 
awarded to the boys and girls who had read from the State 
lists during the summer. Eleven story hours were conducted 
from January to April with an attendance of 480. 

The Branch Librarian reports a small loss in circula- 
tion of 226 volumes. This is accounted for by several families 
moving from the district served by the Branch. The number 
of borrowers now registered at the Branch is 60 compared 
with 82 last year. These 60 borrowers withdrew 4,118 books 
and magazines for home use during the year. 

In addition to the gifts listed with the statistics of this 
report we received a beautiful rug from Miss Bancroft for 
the Trustees’ Room, also a gift from Mrs. Helen Draper Ayer 
of twenty-five dollars to be used for children’s books. 

I would express my gratitude to the Trustees for their 
continued help and advice and to the members of the staff 
for their efficient service at all times during the year.
